WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—(By _ the 
Associated Press.) While the debate 
over the question of recoinage or re- 
peal is progressing in the House, with 
no prospect of a vote until two weeks 
from today, the indications are that the 
Senate will devote its first legislative 
action to an entirely different remedy 
for the financial situation—that of per- 
mitting the national banks to issue cur- 
rency to the full par value of their 
United States bonds on deposit in the 
treasury. Thus the two bodies will be 
working somewhat at cross-purposes, 
and out of the complication to ensue, 
no one knows what may finally evolve. 

The developments in the Senate to- 
day were decidedly discouraging to 
those who hoped for unconditional re- 
peal of the Sherman law. The intro- 
duction by Senator Voorhees of an in- 
creased currency bill and its reference 
to the committee of which he is chair- 
man indicates that the Finance Com- 
mittee will first seek relief in recom- 
mending the issue of national bank 
notes to the par value of the bonds de- 
posited, and that the question of free 
coinage and the repeal of the Sherman 
act will be relegated to the future for 
more leisurely consideration. 

Later in the day when Senator Vest 
reaffirmed his allegiance to bimetallism 
and spoke against the unconditional re- 
peal of the Sherman act, the repealing 


men found greater cause for disappoint- 
ment. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14—(By the 
Associated Press.) SENATE.—When 
the Senate mét an avalanche of peti- 
tions was presented and referred. Some 
prayed for the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman law, quite 
as many were against the repeal, sev- 
eral were for the freer use of silver as 
a legal tender in the United States, 
and some for the free coinage of silver 
at a ratio of 16 to 1. 

Senator Perkins (Rep.) of California 
made his debut in the Senate with the 
presentation of various memorials from 
the San Francisca Chamber of Com- 
merce for the enactment of a substi- 
tute for the purchasing clause, for the 
annexation of the Hawaiian Islands, 
and in favor of the Nicaragua Canal. 

At this point the National Bank Note 
Bill was introduced by Senator Voor- 
hees, the chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee. Accompanying the bill was a 
letter from Secretary Carlisle, saying 
in part: ‘““‘The enactment of such a law 
would enable the national banks to is- 
sue and put in circulation at once, on 
bonds already deposited with the treas- 
ury, about $19,000,000 in currtncy in ad- 
dition” to the amount now authorized; 
and this, in my opinion, would afford a 
very considerable measure of relief to 
the country under the existing circum- 
stances. I therefore recommend the 
passage of the bill.’”’ 

Senator Mitchell of Oregon (Rep.) 
gave notice of an amendment to be of- 
fered to the joint resolution to main- 
tain the parity of gold and silver. The 
amendment, after a long preamble, de- 
clares it the sense of Congress that no 
change be made in the ta laws dur- 
ing the Fifty-third Congress. . 

Senator Vest of Missouri (Dem.) in- 
troduced a bill for the coinage of the 
silver bullion in the treasury, saying ft 
had been sent him from New York, and 
met his party’s approval. After set- 
ting aside in coin and bullion, as a re- 
serve, su’h an amount of the silver 
bullion purchased under the act of 
July, 1890, as shall equal at the coinage 
value the aggregated sum of the treas- 
ury notes authorized by that act, it 
provides that all of the remainder of 
such bullion shall be deemed available 
for the issue of silver certificates; such 
remainder of the surplus bullion shall 
be coined into standard silver dollars. 
and such dollars shall be used for the 
redemption of the silver certificates, as 
is now required by the law; provided, 
this bill shall not be deemed to alter 
of amend any provision of the act of 
July, 1890. 

The second section provides that the 
National Banking Association shall be 
entitled to receive circulating notes of 
the value, at par, of the United States 
bonds deposited, not, however, to’ ex- 
ceed the amount of capital stock actu- 
ally paid in. 

Senator Stewart sent to the clerk's 
desk to have read an article from the 
New York Recorder headed “Give Us 
Free Coinage.’’ After part of the article 
had been read an objection to further 
reading wag made by Senators Hoar 
and Hawi and the article was or- 
dered printed as a document, Senater 
Stewart remarking that the Recorder 
was the first great paper in the city of 
New York that had said a word against 
the annihilation and destruction of

people of Great Britain’ to favor bi- 
metallism as the only sure foundation 
for financial, existence, and declaring 
that silver really fluctuated much less 
than gold. 

It was not the over-production of sil- 
ver that brought down its value, it was 
legislation—legislation in Germany and 
the United States. How could it be ex- 
pected that silver would retain its 
value when those two great nations 
took away the monetary use of silver? 
With® the resources and population of 
the United States, it was only neces- 
sary for the United States to fix a pol- 
icy and to stand by i'. The trouble to- 
day was caused by the open and sedu- 
lous inculeation of the idea that the 
country was about to go to a gold 
standard, and that the silver money 
of the country would be worthless.

Investigation of the Pensacola 
Cases. 


No Grounds for the Assertion of Yellow 
Fever in One Case—Dr. Branham's 
Symptoms Unfavorable— 
In Russia,

PENSACOLA (Fla.,) Aug. 14. — (By 
the Associated Press.) The State 
Health Officer of Florida today an- 
nounced that an investigation had been 
held as to the cause of the death of 
Rev. F. C. Walte and Ellen Wood, who 
were reported to have died of yellow 
fever at Pensacola, August 9. 

It showed that there was nothing in 
the case of Waite to justify the diagno- 
sis of yellow fever. In the case of the 
child, Ellen Wood, the opinion is given 
that, while the record does not give a 
clear history of yellow fever, yet it con- 
tains sufficient evidence to justify the 
statement that the case was suspicious.

OLD GOLD IS SCARCE. . 


Refiners Compelied to Buy Coin to Be Used 
for Mechanical Purposes. 

(Boston Herald:) Old gold is in 
great demand. It is bought by the re- 
finers for mechanical purposes, and is 
taid for in spot cash of the greenback 
variety. Old gold is very rich, not 
onlv in monetary value, but in strange 
and interesting suggestions. Most of 
it is tn the shape of dilapidated jew- 
elrv. A worn band of zolg comes 1n. 
It was once a wedding ring and must 
have been held as precious beyond all 
price by the bride who wore it during 
her honeymoon. In after vears it was 
worn and worn till it was almost worn 
away. It must have fluctuated many 
times in value. 

The rine does not sav whether its 
cwner is happy or not. The link of 
cole may have bound together a lov- 
ing husband and wife. or it may have 
comunected a widow with heaven, or 
with the coldness of steel it may have 
held -her tike a galley-slave chained 
to a companion that she hated. The 
rine tells none of these things. It is 
old-fashioned and worn. and_ that 
shows that it has seen long service. 
Perhaps it was worry by strangers, be- 
ing by another weddilz- 
ring. or. perhaps, it was a precious 
familv heirloom, handed down from 
gxcneration to generation. The  pur- 
chaser rubs it on a smooth stone until 
it leaves a vellow mark. A drop of 
nitric or compound acid discolors this 
mark so that the expert assayer cal 
teH the purity of the gold. Then it is 


carefully weighed and paid for at the 


rate. perhaps, of 3 or 4 cents a Karat. 

All sorts of curious things are sold 
for the precious metal they contain. 
Old watches that are broken beyond 
revair. old seal rings and rings that 
were once set with gleaming gems. 
A broken locket once contained a 
miniature and probably holds the 
secret of a romance. A brooch is made 
of the light-colored gold of over one 
hundred vears ago, and still holds a 
lock of somebody's hair. It was 
bought. hair and all, and will go into 
the melting-pot with its story untold. 
Some of the gold comes already melted 
into lumps, some of it is the gold fill- 
ing of teeth and dentists’ scraps, and 
ecme of it is in the form .of old plates, 
with artificial teeth still sticking to 
them. Hood & Revnolds. the assay- 
ers on Tremont street. sav that old 
gold is very ‘searce, and they have had 
hard work to collect the amount need- 
ed in their business. 

The old iewelry and-scraps are melt- 
ed down and refined. then rolled out 
into gold. The gold foil is bought by 
dentists and t into the teeth of their 
customers. a in most cases goes back 
into the ground with the owner of the. 
teeth when he dies. Some day, when 
Boston is a howling wilderness, an en- 
terpvrising miner will wash out the 
earth of the cemeteries and reap a 
rich harvest. 

But this is a matter of speculation. 
It is a matter of fact that one firm of 
refiners here in Boston uses up $2500 


orth of old gold every week, and 


lately has been compelled to buy coin 
to eke out the supply needed for me- 
chanical purposes. 

A great deal of jewelry is soldered 
to brass. lead and other metals. The 
quality of the gold is tested just as 
the case of solid jewelry. and the stuff 
is weighed in bulk and paid for at the 
rate established by averaging the re- 
sults of different weighings. Even 
plated jewelry is taken, but when pure 
brass comes in the purchasers are 
forced to draw the line. A good deal 
of the old silver is sold} in the same 
wav. but instead of being in demand, 
it is a drug on the market, It is not 
so interesting, either, as it usually 
comes in the shape of spoons, knives 
and watches. When the dealers. get 
mere silver than they can use they 
send it to the government mints as 
auickly as they can. 

Not a little platinum is sold as old 
metal. and usually comes in the form 
of bits of wire and scraps from broken 
incandescent lamps.

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A New Storage Car. 


A successful trip has been made in 
San Franciseo by sterage battery 
ear. The cat is a large and heavy one, 
and was especially made for the pur- 


pose of thoreughly exhibiting the force 


of the new variety of storage batteries, 
The batteries. which weigh about 
four and a half tons, are located 
under the seats on each side of 
the ‘ar. When the batteries are 
éxhausted they can be easily rolled out 
and a fresh battery substituted. The 
"wer is said to be far cheaper than 
tic trolley system. There is practically 


no waste of power, in contrast to the 
trolley system. The cost of the bat- 
teries and the small dynamo are the 
main expenses of the storage system. 
There are no expensive power-houses, 
no dynamos of 1590, 2000 or 10,000 horse- 
potver, as required on some of the trol- 
lev nor are there miles of 
poles and wires to maintain.

In many portions of the city 
well improved with fine residences we 
find no water for fire frotection, and 
this state of affairs exists when we 
are increasing our expenses for fire 
apparatus and maintenance of the fire 
department. In many cases the de- 
partment has been criticised when it 
was ho fault of theirs, but shortage of 
water supply. 

“We have inspected four of the res- 
ervoirs used for domestic supply. 
Three of them are in fair condition; 
the fourth is unfit for use. We shall 
notify the water company that unless 
this reservoir is put in good condi- 
tion immediately this committee will 
ask the Council to take steps to 
remedy the matter. 

“For some months past great stress 
has been made by articles in news- 
papers of the city that now every por- 
tion of our city was receiving good, 
pure water, and members of this Coun- 
cil who are fortunate enough to live 
in a district that has pure water, may 
be led to believe this to be true. We 
now present you with samples of water 


-from different localities for your in- 


spection, that you may judge for your- 
selves. 

“We, as a committee, ask that some 
action be taken by this Council to 
relieve the people as to supply. qual- 
ity and price of water. We believe 
this state of affairs will continue until 
the city owns its own water system, 
and would, therefore, recommend that 
your Water Supply Committee be 
authorized to enter into negotiations 
with the City Water Company and 
Citizens’ Water Company toward the 
purchase of their plants, that this 
city may make the necessary improve- 
ments to secure to every section an 
abundant supply of pure water at a 
much reduced rate to the consumer.” 

The report was adopted unanimously. 

SOME SPECIMENS EXHIBITED. 

Councilman Munson said he would 
like to call attention to the kind of 
water which was being furnished to 
consumers. He exhibited a bottle of 


the liquid which he said had been 
drawn from a faucet. in a house at 
Sand and Castellar’ streets. The 


water contained a considerable quan- 
tity of foreign matter and looked much 
like some of the clearer qualities of 
sewerage. 

Councilman Campbell submitted for 
inspection a large bottle of water 
drawn on the afternoon before from a 
tap in the house of John Augustus on 
Pennsylvania avenue. The liquid con- 
tained a’® good deal of impurity, .and 
there were to be seeg in it a number 
of specimens of animal life.

Upon assembling in the afternoon all 
of the members were found to be pres- 
ent. : 

The matter of the paving of Main 
street, between Ninth and Thirty- 
seventh streets, was first considered. 
- Councilman Nickell moved that all 
proceedings be abandoned, and Coun- 
cilman Gaffey maved to amend so as 
to deny the protest against such work. 
There was no second to this motion to 
amend, and then Councilman Rhodes 
moved that the report of the Board of 
Public Works, recommending that the 
protest be denied, should be adopted. 
The report had been filed at the pre- 
vious meeting, and the chair ruled that 
such report, having been _filed, could 
not now be taken up. The debate, 
therefore, came on Mr. Nickell’s mo- 
tion. 

Mr. Hicks spoke in reference to the 
claim, and argued that the names 
claimed not to belong on the protest 
really had a right to be there. 

Councliman Rhodes claimed that, if 
such names were to be on the protest, 
they should be acc@émpanied by the 
proper authority for such signatures. 

Mr. Field spoke in reference to the 
protest, and another lively debate be- 
tween him and Councilman Rhodes en- 
sued. Mr. Field reiterated that every 
step taken by the protestants had 
been in a straightforward manner, and 
referred to the fact that money had 
been used by the other side to buy off 
protestants. 

This remark provoked further de- 
bate, which developed the fact that 
Mr. Field had indirectly aided in the 
very course he was now condemning. 
It appeared that he had gone to his 
sister-in-law’s house with some of 
those who had entered into such pego- 
tiations. 

Councilman Nickell said that, what- 
ever the Council did in the matter, it 
would make no difference as to the le- 
gal standing of the protest. 

It was finally voted that the proceed- 
ings should be abandoned. 

The matter of the proposed opening 
of Flower street was again referred to 
the Board of Public Works, with the 
understanding that it should’ report 
one week from next Monday. 

MOTIONS. 

Councilman Campbell moved that the 
Street Superintendent immediately 
notify the Pacific Railway Company 
to take up its tracks, along Aliso 
street and Pleasant avenue from Main 
street to Lopez street, and that the 
company place the street in good con- 
dition. Adopted. 

Councilman Strohm moved that the

Councilman Munson moved that the 
Street Superintendent be instructed to 
fix the ground near the corner of Fifth 
and Flower streets, where the water 
comes out of the storm-water drain at 
that point so that the danger of chil- 
dren falling into this hole be obviated. 
Referred to the Board of Public Works. 

A communication from the Water 
Overseer called attention the condi- 
tion of a branch of zanja No. 2, known 
as the. Cooper ditch, where it croses 
“Alameda’street, which is being graded 
by the Southern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany. It is stated that the company 
should replace the flume crossing the

Councilman Pessell moved that the 
Street Superintendent be directed to 
notify the contractor to pipe said 
zanjas.

Teachers Apply for Leaves 


of Absence. 


E, Cates Named as High 
School Principal. 


More Discussion About That a 
Apparatus. 


Some Lively Debate on Reports and Motions. 
Bids for Printing and Supplies Ac- 
cepted Janitors Ap- 
pointed. 


The Board of Education met last 
night with all the members present 
except Mr. Buehler, who came.in later. 

The minutes of the last meeting were 
read, and as no objection was raised 
to them they were accordingly ap- 
proved with an official whack of the 


gavel, 


A communication from the Board 
of Supervisors stated that a petition 
had been filed by the board of. trus- 
tees of the Los Angeles School Dis- 
trict, asking that the form of school 
bonds be prescribed, for which it was 
proposed to Call an election at some 
future time. The communication fur- 
ther stated that “it had been resolved, 
it appearing to the satisfaction of this 
board that no election has been held 
in Los Angeles School District for the 
issuance of bonds of said school dis- 
trict, and that all the proceedings 
necessary to give this board jurisdic- 
tion in the premises have not been 
had; it is, therefore, ordered that the 
said petition of the board of trustees 
of Los Angeles School District be and 
the same is hereby deried for the want 
of jurisdiction.”’ 

The communication was, on motion, 
filed. 

The report of the City Attorney in 
reference to the issuance of the bonds 
as published in last Tuesday's Times 
was read and filed.

A motion was made that this report 
be adopted, and Dr. Wills thereupon 
rose to mmark that he thought this 
was a high-handed piece of work. It 
had been a sort of understanding that 
each member of the board was to have 
some control of the elections of teach- 
ers and janitors for his own ward. The 
majority in making out this report had 
not consulted him at all. There were 
one or two of the appointments for his 
ward which the committee had made 
which would take places of janitors 
who had given the best of satisfaction. 
Hie did not consider it just that a man 
should be appointed as janitor to take 
the place of a woman who had rela- 
tives dependent on her earnings, and 
whose services were satisfactory. 

The question was several times called 
for, but Dr. Wills would not be si- 
lenced. He said that no matter if the 
majority voted him down, as he ex- 
pected it would, the minority had rights 
which he proposed to defend. 

Mrs. Hughes also spoke along the 
same line, saying that there were a 
number of desirable janitors who would, 
by this procedure, be discharged. 

After some further debate on tech- 
nicalities the report was at last adopted. 

The question of the acceptance of 
bids for heating and ventilating the 
High School was next considered. 
Chairman Stein, of the Buildings Com- 
mittee, said that he would like to have 
action in the matter postponed for 
awhile yet, and therefore moved that 
a cominittee, composed of three mem- 
bers of the board and the City Engi- 
neer, inspect the systems of heating 
and ventilation in use in the public 
schools of the State, and report 
thereon to this board at its next meet- 
ing; and that the necessary traveling 
expenses of such committee be allowed 
and paid. 

Dr. Wills said that the position of 
the members of the committee seemed 
to be very much /@Changed. At last 
week's meeting the same gentlemen 
had opposed any delay in deciding the 
matter. 

Mrs. Hughes said that she thought 
the motion of Mr. Stein must be a bit 
of pleasantry. She had not expected 
to be surprised at anything that might 
happen, but she must now admit 
she was greatly shocked. She won- 
dered how much it would cost’ 

Mr. Stein, in reply to the remarks of 
Mrs. Hughes, said that the motion was 
not meant for a joke. 

Mr. Buehler said he had understood 
that the City Engineer would be una- 
ble to go, and asked that the Superin- 
tendent of Buildings be substituted. 

Mr. Trask said that he had not, as 
yet, decided what system ought to be 
put in, but, rather than have one put 
in and not be satisfactory, he would 
prefer not to put in any at all. 

Dr. Wills said he thought it a ridic- 
ulous idea to spend the city’s money 
in this way. He for one was ready to 


vote on the question now. 4 

Mr. Platt stated that he Washed it 
understood that he did not g6 on any 
trip in connection with it where he had 
his expenses paid. It was a matter of 
record with him. 

Mr. Ashman said he believed the pa- 
pers had “stultified’’ the members of 
the committee who had taken the trip. 
They had gone for the benefit of the 
city and yet at no expense to the cor- 
poration. 

Mr. Stein’s motion, being put to a 
vote, was carried, and President Pep- 
per named Messrs, Stein, Patty and 
Trask as members of the committee. 

Mr. Stein declined, saying that he had 
already taken the trip, and named 
President Pepper as a substitute. 

Mr. Trask endeavored to decline in 
favor of Dr. Wills, but without success. 

Dr. Wills said he would not approve 
any bills for junket, and Mr. Platt took 
occasion to remark that the doctor sel- 
dom approved bills anyway. 

Mr. Platt presented resolution 
which stated that, whereas the City At- 
torney had decided that it would be in 
order to do so, therefore that it be re- 
solved that the Normal Review system 
of copy-books be adopted. Carried. 

The time for examination of candi- 
dates f®r the position of teacher of 
German in the High School, which po- 
sition had been rendered vacant, was 
set for September 7, after which the 
board adjourned.

How the Consoling Morse! May Be Cultivated 
and Improved.

sandwich has celebrated its 
nial, but, considering that it ts the 
mainstay of lunch counters, the sup- 
port of travelers, the strength of teas 
and the ally of the most imposing fes- 
tivities—that it is, in fact, consumed in 
hundreds of thousands daily by innu- 
merable people, it has received very 
little cultivation. 

It has advanced very little beyond 
the first crude definition, a dissimilar 
substance between two similar sub-

stances. Now that, with the opening 
of the picnic season, it is to have a 


large and more interesting place than 
ever, something may be said of the va- 
rieties of sandwich and of species lit- 


tle known. The sandwich of com- 
merce is kept purposely dry, that it 


may stimulate the demand for artifi-. 
cial moisture.. This was never meant 
to be. The sandwich, properly con- 
structed, carries its own - moisture. 
This, in the case of meat sandwiches, 
is aspic jelly. Aspic jelly is nothing 
but the jelly of cold meat stock, fla- 
vored with herbs, spices and wine. 
Ra ng is an aspic jelly that may be 
ght, but the suspicion of gelatine 
roys its usefulness. The aspic 
jelly made at home is nourishing and 
savory. Whatever may be the meat 
used, it is cut in thin slices and dipped

Pate de. foie sandwiches need only 

e reminder that there should be an 
appreciable amount of bread, other- 
wise they will be too rich. Sandwiches 
from potted meats should be sprinkled 
with lemon juice. Mayonnaise instead 
of butter relieves their monotony. 

But there js a large field for sand- 
wiches outside of meats that, in fact, 
become wWearisome. Hard- polled CRE 
sandwiches occur to every one. These 
are greatly improved by the addition 
of a little water. cress, lettuce ur chic- 
ory. Salad sandwiches are especially 
recommended in traveling, when -the 
palate is apt to.grow fastidious. May- 
onnaise, with aspic jelly in which a 
little tarragon has been chopped, is 
used, instead of butter, and the beet, 
tomato, celery or lettuce cut into 
pieces that will render them manage- 
able. Asparagus tops and stewed cel- 
ery, mixed with bechamel sauce, make 
delightful sandwiches, and need net 
be mussy. 

A sandwich that has been popular 
this winter is made from what the 
bakers call finger rolis. These are cut 
half in two and the crumbs scraped 
out.” The héliow is then filled with 
force meat, the covers reddjusted and 
tied with narrow ribbons. 

There is an egg sandwich that is of 
great repute in the West at picnics, 
both for its savoriness and its good 
looks. Hard-boiled eggs are so cut 
that the yolks may be removed with- 
out injuring the egg. The yolks are 
then mashed and mixed with chopped 
meats and moisteyed with mayon-. 
naise. The hollow in the egg is then 
filled with this mixture, and the two 
pieces of egg put gether and held in 
place by buttered p@per. Tissue papers 
of different colors are fringed and laid 
together two by two. The egg is then 
wrapped in these and the fringed ends 
twisted together, as in confectionery.
